From  Broitd  Creek  to  the  aqueduct,  the  width 
of  the  tieedttr  or  boat  Canal  is  from  thirty-six  to 
forty-four  feet  nt  the  surface.  From  the  head  of 
tho  Barefoot  Rapids  on  the  Grand  River  down 
lu  the  dam  at  Dunnville  there  is  a  Adl  of  twenty 
nine  feet.  To  obtain  a  feeder  from  these  rapids 
fur  the  VVelland  Canal  would,  according  to  the 
estimate  of  Mr.  Geddes  in  1828,  co^^ts  upwards  of 
fifty  thousand  |Miunds. 

To  make  the  Grand  River  navigable  fron\ 
Branlfupd  to  Dunnville  for  boats  it  is  estimated 
by  Cusaok  and  Lewis  that  eight  or  nine  locks  of 
four  to  fivo  feet  lift  would  be  required,  with 
dams,  involving  an  expenditure  of  seventeen 
thousand  five  hundred  poitnds,

From  ...^  o  six  thoiisand  dollars  are  to  be  ex- 
pended in  dredging  scow,  long  boats,  and  ware- 
houses at  the  mouth  of  the  Grand  River,  by 
which  tohaiiieniho  transit  of  goods  and  produce 
between  Lakes  Erie  and  Ontario  at  the  opening 
of  the  navigation  in  the  spring. 

The  towing  path  from  the  locks  at  the  head 
of  the  Deep  Cut  to  tho  mouth  of  the  Chippa- 
wa  Creek  will  cost  about  one  thousand  pounds  : 
two  thirds  of  this  distance  have  been  completed.

The  Committee  to  whom  wu  rererred  the 
pntilion  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the 
Welland  Canal  Company,  praying  for  certain 
allorationi  in  the  laws  relative  to  laid  Company 
and  alao  praying  for  lurh  further  aid  by  way  of 
loun  ns  on  examination  mny  be  deemed  sufficient 
to  enable  the  said  Compnny  to  complete  the 
Cannl  to  that  point  on  Luke  Erie  most  advan- 
taguously  situated  for  the  formation  of  u  harbour; 

Rbspectpvllt  Report, 

That  your  Committee  have  eiaminod  and 
considiirod  the  various  matters  referred  to  them 
and  they  fpel  grent  satisfaction  in  being  enabled 
to  St  ito,  that  this  work,  so  important  to  the  com> 
mcrciiil  interest  of  the  Province,  has  been  so  far 
completed  that  a  communication  for  vessvU  from 
Luke  Ontario  to  Lake  Erie  is  now  opened  by  way 
of  the  Niagara  River. 

.'  Although  this  route  cannot  be  so  advantage- 
ous to  tho  Provlnrn,  or  to  the  Company  as  the 
one  contemplated  by  nn  extension  of  the  Canal 
*  to  a  port  on  Lnke  Eric,  yet  it  has  already 
drawn  so  much  attention  and  proved  the  utility 
of  the  connection  between  the  Lakes  so  fully 
that  the  necessity  of  a  thorough  completion  of 
th(i  work  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee 
a  matter  no  longer  to  be  doubted.  In  order 
however  to  eflbct  this  object  a  considerable  ex- 
penditure remains  to  be  incurred,  and  it  appears 
from  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  that 
the  available  funds  of  the  Company  have  been 
absorbed  by  the  engagements  of  tho  last  season. 
Your  Committee  fully  aware  that  it  is  decidedly 
opposed  to  tlie  interest  of  ihn  Province  fo  con- 
fine the  Company  to  tho  one  channel  by  way  of 
the  Niagara  River  now  completed,  have  had  un- 
der their  serious  and  deliberate  consideration 
tho  manner  in  which  the  Company  should  be 
aided.    , 


The  estimates  of  expenditure  for  the  differm  1 
routes  differ  materially  and   there   are  varini, 
opinions  in  relation  to  the  advantages  nf  enc! 
The  amount  of  expenditure  within  nny  reasnr 
able  bounds  ia  nut  so  important  si  that  the  m<i' 
advnntngeous  h  iibour  should  be  selected.     Tli 
interest  of  the  Provinco   and  the  Stockholder^ 
being  the  same  nn  better  prospect  of  a  judicioi)*; 
deciklon  can  be  obtained  then  by  leaving  it  to  tl» 
determination  of  the  Directors  ihem^clves,  tin 
larger  sum  therefore    thai  may   bo  rv4uired  f« ' 
this  purpose  should  be  provided. 

There  are  however  considerations  of  an  iiH' 
portaat  nature  which  hnve  induced  your  Com- 
miitce  to  propose  an  entire  variation  in  the  man- 
ner of  making  the  loan  to  the  Compnny. 

For  the  present  debt  duo  fl-om  the  Company ; 
to  the  Province  tliere  k  no  oilier  security  ilim 
such  as  shall  remain  after  the  debt  to  the  Urititbj 
Uovcrnmenl  shall  have  been  paid. 

The  Company  have  already  discovered  that  thii  j 
prior  lien  upon  the  Canal  and  its  tolls  hus  pre>l 
vented  their  negotiating  u  loan  on  their  own  re- 
sponsibility without  providing  for  the  payment  U 
that  debt.     It  has  been  presented  for  the  consi- 
deration of  tho   committee  ;  that  the  Province 
instead  ofaflbrding  specific  aid  for  the  particular 
object  merely  by  borrowing  en  its  own  credit  ami 
loaning  the  precise  sum  required  should  adopt  a 
measure  that  would  prevent  a  pledge  of  its  in- 
comes and  enable  the  Company  to  restore  to  tin 
Province  the  sccuilty  which   it  ought  to  hold 
either  for  the  money  looned  or  responsibility  as> 
snmad.     In  doing  this  the  Committee  have  also 
considered  what  sums  might  possibly  be  required 
by  the    Company  in  order  to  produce  an  »dvan« 
tigeous  nnd  profitable  use  of  the  Canal.
